Omaha, July 19.— A couflict between 
the white settlers on the Wiuuebago 
ludiau reservation, iu Thurston, uud 
the ludiao police, under the control of 
captuiu W. U. Beck, the Indian agent, 
now aeenui incTitable. Theaott of In- 
dian policemen in killing an Omaha 
Indian without provocation Saturday 
night, and the acts of eviction of settlers 
by these policemen have greatly in- 
tlumed the settlers and their friends. 

An army is now being raised near 
Peader to resist any further evictions 
by the police. Over 100 men haT* en- 
listed, and the movement ii spnading 
iuoU parts of the county. 

.de».>rs. Peebles and Harris, who 
came to Omahtt Wednesday uiglit from 
Pt'uder OS a committee to secure rifles 
to. the evicted tenant*, yesterday aft- 
eraoou announced that thsy had com- 
pleted their mission. 

"W« have secured the guns which 
we cam* for. We were unable to get 
eiaotly what we wanted, bat did the 
best we oonld. The wholesalers man- 
aged to get together for us 100 rifles, 
100 shotgans and 5,000 rooiids of am- 
munition. We had to take rifles of 
two different makes and of several fac- 
tories. We expect to gain our point by 
a show of strength, althoogh in case of 
troable, we are ready to stand by 
Sheriff MnUin in anything that he may 
order." 

A special to The Bee from Pender 
says: The injanctiou restrainins Cap- 
tain Beck from evicting settlers on the 
Winnebago reservation was served on 
him yesterday by Shniff Mnllin by 
leaving the order at Book's ofUoe, he be- 
ing iu Sioux City. The writ was also 
served on the two leaders of the police. 
Yesterday there were no evii tious, the 
Indian police waiting for Beck's return. 
If he should ignoTO tho ordor th«nro will 
be bloodshed. 

The guns and eurtridtrcs >piit for 
through Peebles ami Harris arrived yes- 
lenluy evtuiufj. -iOi) (I 'puiios c.ui be 
anut^d ar a mumciit'ii uutice. Thi-re is 
no e.\L'itBment aiudug the settU-rs on tlio 
uitiniteJ lund.s nor auioug the people of 
Peiid - r, but tliey are all deionniued 
that tho law sh-iil be enforced.

As to the report mat settlers 
are urmiug ;iiemselves for the purpose 
of resisting tiie ludiau police in event 
that I should di:9regard the injunction. 
I can not say. I know Peebles was iu 
Omaha Tnestiuy, bat he did not bnug 
any arms to tue reserraliou upon his 
return Tuesday night. I dott't antici- 
pate any bluuuihed, bat yoa may be 
sore th4t the laws of the United States 
wlU be enforced, no matter at what 
cost. If my aathorinr ii resisted, it 
means that the general government is 
resisted and, of course, anything of that 
kind will be pnt down at onoe.'^ 

Later he received orders from Wash- 
ington to see the Unir«d states district 
attorney for Nebraska as to the oonr j 
to pursue in regard 1 1 the state district 
judge's iuj auction against evictions. 
Beck was liot at the late.st phase of tiie 
trouble. "If the m.-n comprising ti.e 
mob ut Peud'T," Id said, "expect to 
scare me tin y will b.) badly fooled. I 
know how t i deal witli mobs. The 
governiiu'iit nucnds to evict tho.se .set- 
tlers, aud It \> ill lie done — how, I tmi 
uot going to say, but it will be done."

The captain of the Indian 
police sent buck a policeman who arrlve<l 
today aud stated that one Indian had bi-eu 
killed by settlers, and from other Kourc s I 
hear that several Indians have been killed. 
I leave for the scene of trouble at once.

In ttalnklng OTtr tho mat- 
ter, someway, I have found ^rwU unable to 
separate reading from the other things, thinking, 
talking and writing :— the two latter Islmply as 
difTcreDt modes of expressing the product of our 
thought.

Mow I take It what wa need all atonnd it to 
fivoa up.

to say that tbo Soatborn people, taken as a 
whole, need to loam to read more andtbetter : 
for, aasuredly, there can be no really good telklng 
anywhere unless there be behind it good read- 
ing and good tbinkini; ; and good talking cer- 
tainly helps to uiiderdUnd our reading and 
clarify thought Uiiod talk Is one of the best 
thiu^s in tuti world ; idle talk one of the worst. 
A mere doof-aMp odnoatlon ia the pooioat In the 

world. 

But talk to bo Hnoil ni'i-t !iav.' lari^e intelll- 
neaco l>eliinil it ; and to have iarije intell:i{i>nce 
there must in; aeiinintatice with the best 
thought and kiiowiedne of the world . and to 
kuow the best til. inula we must know the best 
books, .^fathew .^rn il 1 detities ciilture to be 
"a kuowlodife of the iie-l which lias been thoinjlit 
and said lu the world," and this, ofeour-e, i- 
only to be obtained by readlnif bon 

Wo welcomt>, then, tliis almo-t new departure 
Of the times,— this new fashion. It mf»ybe, of read- 
ing clubs. I say fashion, i hope it is uot only 
that,— a temporary fad or craze, akin to the big 
balloon sleevei, which bedeck. I cauuot say 
ndom, all our blessed womanhood. No, I can- 
not tblnk tbat. One who has learned to read, 
raaily te raadi Mver forgets it ; never can forget 
it. Tba raadlng habit once formed has come to 
atay, In Individuals, In families, in communities ; 
and so I will not think this fashion is an ephem- 
oral on*. "It grows by what It feeds upon." 
The world's great literature onoe tasted can 
never be let alona. A single draught from tbla 
perouuial spring never can satisfy: w« must 
drink on and on. 

In this short jiapur we cannot cover the whole 
ground which opens ou us. nud no I shall con- 
Jiiio myself tn ibis one [Milnt. tlie Readlinj Bnbit :

And, think of il, what it 
all U aud has been to him aud family in all 
these years! Dr. Holmes Is right. The boy.s in 
that family have no inclination to loaf about 
the streett and baunt liquor aaloons ; the girla 
In such a borne don't grow up giddy and foolish 
and silly ,— have no inolinations to run away to 
Aberdeen or otbor Oratna Oratn:— tbay bava 
touse. Wbyf Baoaosa tbey were brongbt up in 
roatart witb the world'i boat thought ; in tha 
atmosphere of clean, honest books; and In 
childhood they loamed to tiaa and lova tbam. 
What place, what Paradiia on earth like that of 
a clean Intelligent home! Do you wonder why 
so many boys turn out bad and ao many girls 
silly" Look at the homaa oat of which tbey 
h.'jve come, the atmosphere of the neighbor- 
n lo ; i'l whil h they Were reared, the ''onkloss 
a;::i'<-pliere : tii:it almost alone will account for 
i;,— not aliiiic. however.

home ' Women, listen to me. It Is the motlier, 
t!ie head of that home. .She hoMs, she is the 
Key t'l it all. .\s is the mother, such is the 
li'iiiK. Il she itood and Intelligent .' Such shall 
tlio eiii; Ireti be. Is she foolish? Is she Ignorant?

To begin with, aha ia uot what the world calls 
a"ioclaty woman," a fubionabla woman; she 
bw not tlma or taato for stioh thingg but for 
something vaatly battar. Sha ia a Aonw woman, 
a Chtlstikn woman, a lover of hooka; from a 
child aha hu known and lovad tham ; knows 
and reads tha beat of hooka. Bar children shall 
rise up and call her blessed. Why? From their 
earliest childhood she bu been their companion 
and friend. She taught them their letters; 
taught them to read ; child's books galore, boys' 
books, girls' books,— not omitting the Book of 
books : and as the years go on the circle of read- 
ing widens OS the growing minds cau take It In. 
History, travel, poetry, literature, science,— 
everything, but always the licst. There is no at- 
traction iu all the worM like that. No compan- 
ionship, no charm like that mother's voice 
Hour by hour as the days and years go by,— the 
winter evenings, the odd hours ;—pIay-tlme 
gives away to the " reading hour." No idle gos- 
sip.— time is too precious, better things in store. 
And as the years wane aud gray hairs cunie, and 
the nestlings flown, may be, as from time they 
come back again, nothing <o much loved and 
sought for as the old way, the old voice. Some 
book, new or old, but always the best. Ah, 
womeu 1— daughters, sisters, mothers; would 
you have such a home as tbat t You may if you 
onlywiU:

Dili some of you will s^iy this is dreamland, 
I say it is not, Vou will <a\- how cau I get the 
time? How cau I get the culture for this ' I an- 
swer, in the odd hours i—sjiend siicli in reading 
instead of idle talk. Korego^melghborhood gos- 
sip,— talk less, read more ; get something i>esides 
a ' door-stop cducatiou." Forego some self-ln- 
dulijenc e, some useless fiuery aud buy a good 
bjok. Read and master that book. The world 
is full of books, and books are cheap ;— but don't 
buy and read trash. One book In a hundred is 
worth giving bouse-room to. You may at first 
need kindly suggestion and help in this ; but it 
does not taka long to laam to know and Judge of 
books. Yott do not naad to oM* whola chaaae 
tolndontlteiavor. OnaoonaaaoontolnTtaa 
in tuition, an instinot almoat tn thia tagard. 
Books are Uka men. A law yon want to know 
mostintiinately; mora to know prttty wall: atlll 
more to know fairly well,— others to know some- 
thing about. Of many you want to know the 
title-psge, of others the label on the back is 
suitlcieut : of the greater part it sufflces to know 
that such exist, or if you do not know tbat. Just 
as well. Que iu a thousand or ten thousand 
you can possibly read. Get a few good books 
a'.i'l live with tliem . I'. yiHil l.'iiit browse and 
pieli au 1 r:i')')ie as y'lU in ly or cm. I used the 
w,.ird " iustiuct " above . it is not an inapt word, 
iiave yuu ever tltou'.{!it how linely, almost uner- 
ringly, ihe animals, our cows mi, I nurses, pick 
a:i 1 caoose liieir tood ia pastures ' How do 
tiny 'loll,' We say Ijy instinct: that is all we 
kiMW about it. Well, the traiue'l Jmiud comes 
almost to have a gift like that in regard to 
bo )ks, 1 say (/(iiitf'/ mind ; the |miud reared iu 
s ic.i au atmosphere, such a home; as I have 
spok'jti of. We may call It Intuition. Insight, 
but like any other gift It must have discipline' 
education, experience. 8<:bools, reading clubs 
and sach may help this, but there is ;uo such 
vihonX as the Intelllgeut home; no such teacher 
as the loving, lutelllgent mother. No father cau 
do it as she cau :— he cau help,— tbat Is about all 
be can do. The mother makes the home and all 
that blessed word meatu and can mean,— both 
for good aud bad. 

LordBaeou took"all learning for bis province.'- 
he said : a large contract for his day ; impossible 
in ours. Lord Brougham shrewdly took for his 
motto, " To know something about everything^ 
and everything about something." Few of us 
may aooompliah even tbat in these days; but 
oae thing we all may do— be fairly intelligent 
about the world In general. There Is no sc<|uire- 
meut or accomplishment for ^man or woman 
like that of a broad aud acuurato intelllKeuce.

Pitiful It 
is, indeed. But this ought not and need not be. 

Now I have a hope that thelcurreut fa.shlon I 
have spoken of. of reading club.s. will prove 
something more than a passing craze. It Is a 
sign of the limes. We hear much of the "coming 
woman." I believe in her. She is coming : per- 
haps uot In the form aud guise so many expect.— 
an ill-made, an Ill-attempted man ; a ( aricature, 
a monstrosity in short,— but a better, larger, 
more complete, because more intelligent and cul- 
tivated woman. Not the slave, goddess and 
playthlug of middle-age feudalism, a type and 
ideal not yet wholly extinct; but woman, large, 
free, rounded out ; equal on her intellectual side 
to man, higher and better on the spiritual side ; 
tba laat, moat perfoot of the handiwork of God.
